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PAUSE TO PONDER 


(HE bald facts about the wages situation were stated bluntly by the Prime 
Minister recently when he said that since 1948 salaries and wages had 
risen by 120 per cent., but output only by 40 per cent. and prices 50 per cent. 
Thus the objective of the pay pause is to cover the immediate situation while 
(in the words of the Queen’s Speech) efforts are made “to secure a better 
relationship between increases in incomes and in national productivity”. 


The unions part company with the Government on two counts. They 
consider that the present pay pause is disruptive of good industrial relations. 
Furthermore, they claim it is positively harmful in the present economic 
situation because in their view the economy is running down. The Government 
do not share this view and have been advised that strong expansionary forces 
will be at work again early in 1962. 


All this has great relevance to the building industry where the next round 
of wage claims have just been submitted. It is one of the last industries to 
receive a big pay rise and a further advance of 4d. or ld. per hour will be 
automatically due next February under the sliding scale clause. 


Nevertheless, among the claims (listed on another page) is one for a 
further substantial wage increase. This claim fills another place in the pay 
claim queue headed by three million engineering workers who want a sub- 
stantial rise and a 40 hour week. The queue is not likely to be an orderly or 
passive one. Mr. Cousins has already referred to the possibility of a head 
on clash over wages if the pay pause goes on. But although the pause has 
been breached, notably in the electricity supply industry, the Government seem 
determined not to call it off immediately. When they do a “guiding light” 
policy snay well follow in which an indication of nationally acceptable wage 
increases, say 24 per cent. will be given. Such an increase on building wages 
would amount to about 14d. per hour. 


One of the Government’s main hopes for achieving a saner wages policy 
was the proposed National Economic Development Council. This has rebounded 
because although the T.U.C., may yet eventually decide to participate, their 
mood will be hardly conducive to the harmonising of wages with productivity. 
The T.U.C.’s attitude, although perhaps understandable following the Budget 
surtax concessions, is nonetheless unfortunate because the fact remains that 
various forms of wage planning do seem to be effective on the Continent. The 
T.U.C., have never really favoured a planned wage policy, but it is obvious 
that in Britain a situation under which earnings are increasing three times as 
fast as production cannot continue indefinitely. Nonetheless, even a guiding 
light policy is unlikely to be any more acceptable to the T.U.C., than the pay 
pause unless it is accompanied by similar restrictions on profits and dividends. 


While the relationship between wages and productivity is almost certainly 
on the agenda for the proposed National Economic Development Council 
it is almost inconceivable that wages matters will be discussed on the parallel 
body being set up within the construction industry. But the proposed con- 
struction industry council will have some equally vital problems to grapple 
with on the economic and planning front. Future housing policy is one of them. 
Trends in the load of work is another. For many contractors and suppliers 
hold the view that the recent cuts in the programme were unnecessary because 
a recession was coming anyhow. Already there are signs of a serious drop in 
industrial work in some areas. But no one seems to know just when and how 
quickly the decline is likely to set in and thus when the advance corrective 
measures should be applied. Capacity is another important matter. It would 
surely be an invaluable aid to planning if some assessment could be made of 
the future capacity of the construction industry based for example on an 
assumption that the labour force will remain constant. 


It 1s surprising just how constant the labour force has been in the past. 
The recent spurt in construction output has been achieved with a significantly 
smaller increase in labour. Thus productivity has increased and costs have 
been held down. Indeed construction must be one of the few industries where 
costs have remained virtually constant between 1957 and 1960. But a new 
upward trend is developing in which this year’s wage settlement is an important 
factor. It is against that background and the taut national situation on the 
wages front that the handling of the current batch of building wage claims will 
be watched with interest.

Bridgeworks on the by-pass will com- 


prise five overbridges above the motorway, 
of which three are piled; five underbridges; Formation of embankment 
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three footbridges; and _ several large 
culverts which will pass beneath the road, 
A pedestrian subway will also be con- 
structed. 

Among the major bridges is that which 
will cross the Slough-Windsor railway. 
Deep foundations are employed here and 
special sheet-piled construction work has 
been required to support the existing rail- 
way. 

At Wood Lane, Oldway Lane and 
Datchet Road, the overbridges will be on 
piled foundations. They will have open 
trestle-type piers and stone-pitched sloping 
abutments. 

All underbridges will have decks simply 
supported by precast, pretensioned con- 
crete beams, the decks being transversely 
stressed by post-tensioned cables. Capping 
beams will span between shaped columns 
forming the piers. The abutments and 
piers will be carried by continuous strip 
footings founded on ballast about 6ft. to 
8ft. below existing ground level. 

Three of the underbridges have central 
spans with side spans. The bridge over 
the railway will have five spans, of 
44ft. 10in.; 48ft. ILtin.; 50ft. 74in.; 
48ft. L4in.; and 44ft. 10in.; and it will have 
a skew of 33 degrees. Over the Slough- 
Windsor road, the Prince of Wales bridge 
will have a skew of 27 degrees, with two 
centre spans of 47ft.

Plant in Use 


Excavation was by dragline excavators, 
and a fleet of about 250 7-12 cu. yd. capa- 
city trucks is being employed for importing 
the granular fill from eight pits, which 
are between five and 10 miles in distance 
from the site. 

The fill was spread by normal dozers, 
and a great variety of plant was used to 
give a high degree of compaction, includ- 
ing vibrating rollers, smooth - wheeled 
rollers, wobbly- wheel and _ sheepsfoot 
rollers, dependent on the type of material 
and the position. An Albaret Isopactor, 
with pneumatic tyres, is in use for com- 
paction of the high embankment, and 
among equipment introduced at the insti- 
gation of the Road Research Laboratory 
is an 84-ton vibrating roller. 

Due for completion in the spring of 1963, 
the contract is at present employing a 
labour force of about 400, a number of 
whom are brought in by bus from London. 

The contract is being carried out as a 
joint venture for Buckinghamshire County 
Council, the agent authority for the 
Ministry of Transport, by Higgs and Hill, 
Ltd., and Richard Costain (Civil Engineer- 
ing), Ltd. Estimated to cost £3m., the 
roadwork section of the scheme is the 
responsibility of Richard Costain, and 
bridgeworks, amounting to about £lm., 
will be carried out by Higgs and Hill. Mr.

OXFORD SOUTHERN 


AND WESTERN BY-PASS 


OPENED TO TRAFFIC 


"tHE new Southern and Western By- 

pass of Oxford, a further step in 
the scheme to provide the city with a 
complete system of trunk ring roads, 
was opened to traffic last week. 

Started in late 1958, the scheme involved 
the construction of about four miles of 
dual carriageway, together with six major 
bridges, three flood arches and three 
accommodation bridges. 

The road starts in Berkshire from the 
Southern By-pass at Botley (Yarnell’s 
Hill) passes over the existing Oxford- 
Swindon Road (A.420), continues over the 
Thames into Oxfordshire and on to the 
820ft. long Wolvercote Viaduct. This 
viaduct carries the road over the railway, 
the Oxford canal and the A.40. The new 
road finally terminates at the A.34 round- 
about on the Oxford-Woodstock road. 

_ The Thames bridge, which crosses the 
river to the south of the viaduct. has a 


span of 140ft. and is 75ft. wide between 
parapets. It has a very slender appearance, 
achieved by a series of two pinned portal 
frames cast in situ and post tensioned. The 
triangulated legs of the portal frames are 
hinged, the back legs acting as ties and the 
front legs acting as struts. The latter were 
stressed by jacks built in at a low level. 
The foundations are deep and cast inside 
permanent steel sheetpiled coffer-dams 
while the abutments above ground level 
are faced with precast exposed aggregate 
panels. 

The scheme was prepared for the 
Minister of Transport and Civil Aviation 
by his agent authority, the Berkshire 
County Council, (County surveyor and en- 
gineer, Mr. K., B. Brow, M.I1C.E., 
M.I.Mun.E.). The consulting engineers for 
the bridges were R. Travers Morgan and 
Partners.

The design and pricing of 
a standard type building within seve 
weeks is something with which I agree but 
a “one off” design covering all the specific 
requirements of a client, and obtaining 
the necessary approvals from the variow

I would point out to Mr. Venton that 
the American Society of Engineers is grov. 
ing apace and there is now a greatly 
increased number of _ independent 
American consulting engineers. There i 
also a large influx of professional quantity 
surveyors, all of which makes one fet 
that the methods he lauds so highly, at 
not so perfect as he would have us believe.

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Types and Uses of Cranes in Building 


HE use of cranes on the smaller site, 
T as part of the increasing role being 
played by cranes in building, was the 
subject of a symposium held last week 
at The Building Exhibition by the Lon- 
don Building Productivity Committee. 

Two Papers, entitled Types of Cranes 
and Application and Economics, well 
supplemented with slides, were given 
respectively by Mr. R. C. Chevassut, 
Engineer - in - Charge of Research and 
Development, Ruston-Bucyrus, Ltd., and 
Mr, H. G. Vallings, A.M.I.Mech.E., engi- 
neer in the Mechanisation Division at the 
Building Research Station. The meeting, 
which was presided over by Mr. N. S. 
Farrow, O.B.E., F.1.0.B., chairman of the 
Productivity Committee, ended with 
questions put to a discussion panel com- 
posed of the two speakers and Mr. T. 
Sutcliffe, of Abelson and Co. (Engineers),

In this issue we give extracts from the 
first of the Papers, comprising a summary 
of the various types of crane available and 
general information on their character- 
istics and uses, 


TYPES OF CRANES 
By R. C. Chevassut and T. Sutcliffe 


Building construction today, and in 
particular the class of work undertaken 
by the small and medium sized firm of 
contractors, is highly competitive and the 
future prosperity of the industry and 
the country as a whole, not to mention the 
building contractor, will depend on in- 
creased productivity; more _ buildings, 
more quickly and more cheaply. To this 
end, mechanisation, or the replacement 
of human labour by machines is playing 
an increasing role in the building 
industry. High wages and continued 
labour shortages are powerful incentives 
for this trend to develop and for the 
industry to become more highly mechan- 
ised; and while few possibilities exist for 
mechanisation of the traditional craft 
processes, there is much scope for the 
application of mechanical aids in the 
handing of materials, and the work of 
general labourers and helpers may now 
be carried out more efficiently by a much 
smaller number of machine operators. 

Over the last 15 years cranes have been 
increasingly developed for, and used in 
connection with, the building industry and 
today, the number of different types and 
designs of cranes available to a building 
contractor is very large. To the small and 
medium sized firm of builders, who have 
not had wide experience in the use and 
application of cranes, the question as to 
whether they can profitably employ a crane 
and, if so, which crane will best serve their 
needs, must be a formidable one and the 
Purpose of this Paper is to assist such 
builders in making their choice. 

_It has been said that the building 
industry has an almost superhuman 
resistance to change and continues to 
adopt traditional and expensive techniques 
inthe face of modern developments and 
Processes. This generalisation is question- 
able but it cannot be denied that the 
adoption, by the smaller firms of con- 
tractors, of machines for materials hand- 
ling has been slow and it is only in recent 
mr that they have been increasingly 


Excessive Materials Handling 


Brick elevators and hoists have displaced 
ods and ladders. Wheelbarrows have 
sven way to small dumpers, mono-rails 
and concrete pumps. 

Generally, however, the efficiency of 
Such equipments is limited, since they are 
= to perform an individual operation 
my and can either carry materials or lift 
Materials, but cannot do both. The use 


of a platform, or skip-hoist or brick eleva- 
tor for raising materials only takes care 
of the vertical component of their move- 
ment and the materials must be brought 
to and taken away from the hoist by other 
means, thus involving double or triple 
handling. In the case of a typical two- 
storey house which weighs about 150 tons, 
this multi-handling of the materials in- 
volves considerable effort and time and 
may be a significant factor in building 
costs. 

A versatile machine for dealing with 
most of the handling and transporting 
problems on a building site is the mobile 
crane which can move materials hori- 
zontally as well as vertically and can place 
heavy units in position with the minimum 
of manual assistance. A mobile crane is 
a crane which moves, and that would 
include just about everything but a gin 
pole! Nowadays, however, mobile cranes 
are understood to be self-propelling cranes 
rather than the so-called portable crane 
which is unable to travel under its own 
power and which has to be either towed 
or man-handled to and about the working 
site. 

Portable Cranes 


Portable cranes are provided with power 
hoisting of the load but may have either 
hand- or power-operated derricking and 
slewing motions. The powered motions 
of the crane are driven by a small compact 
diesel engine which, together with the 
crane jib and winch gear, is carried on a 
turntable mounted on a simple travelling 
carriage equipped with a towing bar. A 
variety of mountings is available but solid 
wheels are usual on the smaller machines. 
Alternative working equipments such as a 
mast with jury jib, or trench jib, may be 
fitted in place of the crane jib on certain 
of these cranes. 


A number of portable and semi-portable 
multi-purpose cranes of both British and 
Continental manufacture are available, 
costing between £1,200 and £2,000, 
depending on their capacity and versatility, 
and for the builder of modest means, such 
machines deserve serious consideration. 

Portable cranes are much more limited 
in range of operation and capacity than 
a moble crane but on the other hand, they 
are less costly, quick to erect and are light 
and easy to transport and have proved 
themselves extremely useful in applications 
on sites where a high degree of mobility 
is not required. 


Mobile Cranes 


Unlike portable cranes, mobile cranes 
are able to travel with a load suspended 
from the crane hook, thereby considerably 
extending the operational range of the 
machine. Two types of mountings are in 
common use for mobile cranes; self- 
propelling mountings, on either crawler 
tracks or pneumatic tyres, in which the 
crane engine is utilised to propel the 
machine and propelling and steering are 
controlled from the crane cab, or alterna- 
tively, lorry mountings in which the lorry 
engine provides power for machine travel- 
ling, controlled from the lorry cab, whilst 
the crane engine powers only the craning 
functions. 

Lorry mountings simplify transportation 
problems and permit rapid movement of 
the crane from one site to another, but 
the extra price of the special purpose 
carrier vehicle in addition to that of the 
crane, makes such machines very costly 
more so, since during operation of the 
crane the lorry is largely out of use and 
serves nO more useful purpose than as 
ballasting for the crane. Lorry mountings 
would appear, therefore, only to be justified 
where the duration of any job is short 
and where the crane is called upon to 
travel frequently over long distances and 
this type of mounting would, generally, be 





of more value to the crane-hire contractor 
than to the builder. 

Wheel- mounted cranes are not as 
manoeuvrable as crawler cranes, nor do 
they have the same ability to traverse 
and operate on soft unprepared ground 
without becoming stuck. However, such 
cranes readily permit travel along public 
roads at speeds of 10-15 m.p.h. and 
sO can move easily between local jobs, 
whereas the crawler machine must be 
transported on a low-loading trailer. 

Mobile cranes range in size from small 
4-ton machines, fitted with 15ft, jibs, 
to large lorry-mounted 50-ton cranes which 
may be equipped with jibs of 140ft. in 
length or longer. Of greater practical and 
economical interest to the smaller firm 
of building contractors are those at the 
lower end of this range. 

Such mobile cranes, with a maximum 
lifting capacity of 6-8 tons, may be either 
diesel-electric or diesel-mechanical ‘n 
operation. 

In the diesel-electric machines, electrical 
power is provided for the separate hoisting, 
slewing and travelling motors by a single 
direct current generator, driven by a diesel 
engine, whilst on the diesel-mechanical 
machines, the coupling of the various 
motions is accomplished by friction 
clutches; hence the term friction machine 
is often used to describe machines in this 
class, 

Diesel-electric operation is often adopted 
for pneumatic tyre mounted mobile cranes 
and though this design avoids complex 
gear drives and chain drives, the cost of 
such machines is higher than for Friction 
Machines. 

Provision is made in the design of some 
cranes to permit the length of the jib 
fitted to be varied according to the height 
of the building, but with a standard 
machine the low mounted jib must be 
60-70ft. long in order to reach across 
a two- or three-storey building and place 
materials on the scaffolding at the rear, 

With a shorter jib, or a taller or wider 
building, the machine may have to operate 
all round the building; a slow process 
involving excessive travelling and the need 
to keep a large area of the site clear to 
allow the crane to work. In addition the 
site may be badly cut up and in bad 
weather the crane may be unusable, 

A_ typical crawler mounted friction 
machine, costing around £6,000, has a 
maximum lifting capacity of eight tons at 
10ft. load radius with the basic 40ft. jib. 
Of greater significance to the builder, is 
the load which may be handled with a 
long jib at maximum radius and for the 
same machine a load of 10cwt. may be 
handled at a radius of 60ft. with the 70ft. 
maximum length jib fitted. 


Long Jibs 


When a long jib crane is used to reach 
the far wall of a multi-storey building, 
the machine must be set at a considerable 
distance from the near wall. This suggests 
while a long jib crane may be advantageous 
On a housing project, where room is avail- 
able and the machine can be moved from 
location to location as work requires, a 
long jib crane cannot dominate a tall 
building, nor may it be practicable to use 
where road traffic or obstructions, such as 
other buildings, necessitate that the 
machine be positioned close to the wall 
of the building, 

Nevertheless mobile cranes are extremely 
versatile, and when equipped with shorter 
jibs are capable of handling heavy and 
bulky loads. Also certain of these cranes 
are multi-purpose, or universal machines, 
which permit ready adaptation or replace- 
ment of the lifting crane equipment to 
allow alternative operation of the machine 
as an excavator, with a variety of digging 
equipments. Thus, a universal machine 
may be equipped initially with a digging 
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front-end and employed on a building site 
in the excavation for foundations, base- 
ments, services, etc., and subsequently 
may be rigged as a lifting crane and used 
for materials handling during construction 
of the building. 


Tower Cranes 


A more suitable machine for use in the 
construction of multi-storey buildings, is 
a crane with the jib mounted at the top 
of a tower, called a tower crane. Such an 
arrangement allows the crane to stand 
close to the building, occupying a minimum 
of space, and to reach all parts of the 
building with a much shorter job than is 
possible with a mobile crane. 

For the purpose of making a comparison 
between the useful reaches, working areas 
and minimum operating loads of typical 
small rail-mounted tower cranes and 
mobile cranes, a building height of 30ft. 
has been assumed, On the tower crane, 
the height of the tower at the jib foot 
would be about 45ft. and length of the jib 
46ft. When operating from one side of 
the building only, such cranes can cover 
a building width of about 35ft. To achieve 
the same coverage with a typical standard 
long-jib crane equipped with either a 70ft. 
jib, or a 50ft. jib with 20ft, fly-jib, entails 
the machine travelling round the building. 
Also, the total working area for the tower 
crane is about half that for the mobile 
crane. 

Tower cranes originated in continental 
Western Europe because this was the first 
world area to adopt the general use of 
reinforced concrete for multi-storey build- 
ings in place of the established steel frame 
construction method. Such changes, 
prompted by the introduction of a wide- 
scale reconstruction programme following 
the last war, coupled with labour shortages 
and a scarcity of steel, were accompanied 
by a host of problems. Not least of which 
were those associated with materials hand- 
ling, and continental builders soon recog- 
nised that there was an obvious need for 
revolutionary handling methods if they 
were not to lose the advantages gained 
from reinforced concrete construction. And 
so, by trial and error and natural develop- 
ment, the modern tower crane was 
evolved. Having developed new construc- 
tion techniques and materials handling 
methods for tall multi-storey structures, 
similar techniques were then applied to 
smaller buildings with equal success and 
for this class of work a range of scaled- 
down smaller tower cranes was developed. 

Tower cranes are available in a wide 
range of models, produced by various 
manufacturers, and, though many design 
variations exist in these machines there 
are basically two main types of crane. 


Two Basic Types 


These two basic types are known as the 
French type and the German type, but 
these descriptions do not _ necessarily 
indicate the country of origin any more 
than is the case with the Scotch Derrick 
or the Yankee Boom. The names arise out 
of the original development of two distinct 
schools of design; one in France and the 
other in Germany. Both types of crane 
have a common origin and have been 
developed from the familiar small general 
purpose machine equipped with a mast and 
fixed jury jib. But from this point they 
differ basically in the method for varying 
the radius at which the load is carried, 
and, in the location of the slewing 
mechanism. 

On German-developed cranes, the 
slewing mechanism is at the base of the 
tower and the platform, which carries 
the tower and jib and also the enclosed 
ballast tanks and machinery, rotates or 
slews relative to the undercarriage. The 
load hook is carried on one fall of rope 
passing over a pulley at the end of the 
jib and the radius at which the load is 
carried is varied by adjusting the angle of 
the jib. That is by luffing or derricking. 
Earlier designs adopted a fixed cantilever 
jib or adjustable angle which could be 
pre-set to give a required reach or height 
but the limitations of such an arrangement 
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were soon apparent and power luffing was 
introduced, More recently cantiliver jibs 
have been replaced by power-luffing needle- 
type jibs, and rail mountings have become 
more elaborate to allow the crane to travel 
round curves of a small radius. 


Cranes of French development adopt a 
horizontal jib which carries a traversing 
trolley or crab from which the hook 
descends, and the radius at which the load 
is carried is varied by moving the hook 
trolley along the jib, that is, by racking 
or traversing. Earlier models of the French 
crane incorporated a slewing tower, but in 
later crane designs a counterweighted jib, 
horizontally mounted on a slewing ring, is 
carried at the top of a non-rotating tower 
rigidly attached to the ballasted under- 
carriage and the jib and jib counterweight 
slew relative to the stationary tower. 
More recently, techniques for tower 
extending have been developed and intro- 
duced on cranes of this type. 


Differing Features 


In principle, the German type has the 
following features: A luffing needle-type 
jib fixed near the top of a revolving tapered 
tower with the hook on one fall of rope; 
a rotating tower; enclosed ballast tanks on 
the travelling carriage and at the bottom 
of the revolving superstructure; a travel- 
ling base normally designed to negotiate 
quite tight bends in curved rail track; and 
two or more control positions up the tower. 

In principle, the French type crane has 
the following features: A horizontal jib 
with a travelling hook trolley, on two or 
more falls of rope, mounted on a slewing 
ring at the top of a tower; a non-rotating 
tower; a horizontal counter jib, about a 
third of the length of the main jib, which 
carries the exposed concrete counterweight 
and sometimes also the hoist machinery; 
a simple form of travelling carriage with 
exposed central concrete ballast; and one 
control cabin or a remote control unit. 

With such differences in basic principle 
involved, it is obvious that there are 
advantages and disadvantages associated 
with the use of each type of crane. 

The luffing jib design adopted on German 
cranes has the advantage that the jib can 
be raised quickly and easily to clear 
adjoining tall buildings or to avoid slewing 
over a street, but at short radii a long hoist 
rope is required, giving rise to greater 
swinging of the load. Moreover, unless 
special level luffing gear is provided, 
changing the radius will cause the load 
to rise or fall, unless the hoist and luffing 
controls are operated simultaneously. 
Generally on this type of crane the slewing 
ring is mounted at the bottom of the tower 
and, when the crane slews, the enclosed 
ballast box projects beyond the track so 
a German slewing-tower type crane cannot 
stand as close to a building as can a French 
crane. However, luffing jib cranes can be 
erected more simply and quickly than 
cranes on which the slewing gear and 
counterweight are carried aloft. 

Provision is made on most French cranes 
to allow the non-rotating tower to be 
extended by the addition of tower sections, 
so as to match the height of the building 
under construction. An operating cabin 
may be fitted at any convenient position 
in the tower but more usually the crane 
is operated from a portable remote control 
unit at the end of a wandering lead and 
the operator may position himself at the 
most convenient point on the ground, or 
on the building, to observe the materials 
which the crane is handling. One of the 
features of horizontal jib cranes is that 
the height of the load remains the same 
as the radius is varied; however, the tower 
must be of sufficient height for the jib, or 
counterjib, to clear any obstructions. 
Certain designs of mobile rail-mounted 
cranes with non-rotating towers may be 
used, in the construction of taller build- 
ings, with the tower attached to the build- 
ing, or with the rail carriage removed as 
a climbing crane within the building. But 
more of this later. 

It should be remembered, however, that 
many variations of tower crane designs 
exist, as well as certain cranes which com- 
bine features of both types, for there is a 
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choice of no fewer than 14 makeg and, 
models available in this country, nab 
these are of continental design and mas 
facture but there are now about a dg 
different cranes, modified in design to 
domestic requirements, being made 
licence in Great Britain. 


In the same way that there are 
variations in the specification of to 
cranes, so there is also wide variation” 
cost depending on _ capacity, des 
features, country of origin and quality,” 
suitable machine for smaller contract wa 
on, say, three- or four-storey buildis 
would lift a load of 10-l2cwt, at 
radius to a height of 50-60ft, 
would cost around £3,500.

Mountings 


In the simplest form of rail whee] 
carriage the cranes wheels are moun 
fixed axles with two wheels on one 
driven by a single motor.

A number of mobile t 
cranes are also available on self-prop 
crawler, or pneumatic-tyre mountings, 
lorry mountings, but such machines 
initially costly by comparison with 
mounted tower cranes of the 
capacity.

Electrical operation, whilst providing 
Sensitive control of the various crane 
motions, requires a suitable 3-phase A.C.

Attempts have 
been made to develop diesel and diesel- 
ekctric rail-mounted tower cranes but 
these have had only limited success owing 
to the complexity of the gearing and drives 
and the expense of such units. 


Transportation and Erection

to be towed safely between sites. 

Cranes of these types are called self- 
erecting cranes in that the crane is fully 
assembled at ground level and may be 
quickly and easily erected by simply rais- 
ing the jib and mast to the working posi- 
tion by means of the crane machinery. 

Erection operations of this type can be 
carried out in most cases by ordinary site 
personnel but on cranes involving more 
complicated methods, it is absolutely 
essential that skilled erectors be employed. 
Different erection techniques are used for 
cranes on which the slewing gear is carried 
aloft and these vary from machine to 
machine. The general method, known as 
“stacking-up”, involves assembling tower 
sections, 9ft. to 12ft. in length, on top of 
each other up to the desired tower height 
either by using a small auxiliary jib which 
is raised as the tower increases in height, 
or a long jib mobile crane. 

When this system is employed, the tower 
crane jib is normally attached or raised 
after the tower has been erected, but there 
are cranes which incorporate patent tower 
extending systems which allow the jib to 
be assembled on the tower at ground level 
and then to be raised as the tower is 
extended. The slewing gear and jib are 
mounted on a short mast section which 
fits within, and is supported by the tower. 
Provision is made for the mast to be raised 
within the tower so that an additional 
open-sided tower section may be added at 
the top of the tower. This section is 
bolted up and the inner mast re-anchored 
on this section preparatory to raising the 
mast for the next tower section, and so on. 

Just as there can be few hard and fast 
rules about methods of erection, so there 
can also be no set figures for the time 
taken, or for the cost of erection, as the 
site conditions under which erection takes 
place are the governing factors. 


Safety 


A contractor using a crane on a building 
site has to comply with a number of 
statutory regulations laid down in the 
Factories Act: Building (Safety, Health 
and Welfare) Regulations, These regula- 
tions do not specify crane construction in 
detail, but provide for safety requirements, 
examination and testing of a crane, 
However, a greater awareness of basic 
safety principles, than just the minimum 
aherence to the regulations, is required if 
complete safety is to be achieved. 

As a guide to the prospective buyer as 
to what to look for in a tower crane, 
British Standard Specification No. 2799 
recommends the basic structural, mechani- 
cal and electrical requirements for safe 
design of tower cranes and though this 
standard has no legal force, it is used by 
most leading insurance companies as a 
design “rule of thumb” when assessing 
the premium for insurance purposes. 
Whilst it is possible to insure a tower 
crane under certain circumstances, even 
when it does not comply with the Britisn 
Standard Specification, it is far easier and 
cheaper to do so when the design does 
comply in all respects. 


Accident Causes 


The commonest causes of accidents 
involving tower cranes are not just due to 
the outright disregard of regulations, but 
also to the misuse or abuse of the machine 
in some simple but dangerous way, such 
as the following: 

Using the machine immediately erection 
is completed without proper load test, or 
without even a full visual inspection being 
carried out to ensure that stabiliser jacks 
are down and all bolts, rope-dogs and other 
fittings are complete and secure. 

Deliberately overloading the machine by 
lifting loads in excess of the safe working 
load and depending on the overload test 
margin for safety. 

Lifting loads of unknown weight. 

Isolating cut-outs in order to make the 
crane reach that little bit farther or higher 
than it is designed to do. 

Dragging loads at an angle to the jib 
head pulley, either ahead of the crane or to 
one side of it. 


Using slings or lifting appliances of 
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unknown or unmarked lifting capacity. 

Ignoring built-in warning devices. 

Short cutting recommended erection and 
dismantling procedures. 

Using untrained drivers or allowing too 
many people to give the driver instructions. 

Failing to carry out simple preventive 
maintenance. 

Badly designed, wrongly laid and ill- 
maintaned rail track, 

It may be worth mentioning that 
industrial safety courses are run at a 
number of centres in this country; these 
groups being affiliated to the Royal Society 
for the Prevention of Accidents (RoSPA), 
and at these, all types of machine operators 
and users can receive expert instruction 
and guidance, 


Conclusions 


No other machine has had more 
influence on the pattern of materials 
handling in construction work than the 
tower crane, and for the single-purpose 
handling of relatively light loads at 
extremes of height and radius, this type 
of crane is without equal, 

It should not be believed, however, that 
this Paper infers that the tower crane is 
a must for all smaller building works, nor 
that the simple purchase of a tower crane 
will automatically open the door to greater 
productivity and reduced costs. For 
although the tower crane is unquestionably 
one of the most useful machines on site, 
it is also costly and its true value can only 
be realised when it is correctly programmed 
into a comprehensive working site scheme 
of operations and fully employed within 
the framework of that programme. 

Should a builder feel unable to invest 
such a sum in capital equipment, it is 
possible and commonplace nowadays to 
take advantage of the facilities offered by 
the many reputable and reliable plant hire 
organisations. No only can the builder 
benefit from the expert advice and 
accumulated knowledge of such companies, 
but he will get the opportunity to try out 
a machine on his own jobs and gain ex- 
perience in its use and application at very 
little cost, 

In all examinations of the productivity 
of tower cranes, the question of a trained 
and competent driver is of paramount 
importance. Any machine is only as pro- 
ductive as the man at the controls makes 
it. Quite apart from an ability to operate 
the crane, service it and take care of 
minor breakdowns, the good crane driver 
should have an overall knowledge of the 
day to day working programme, so that 
he can carry out his key job in a way 
which allows the craftsmen to give their 
maximum output at all times. 

Lastly, it is important to dismiss the 
idea that a tower crane will reduce the 
labour force on a site. Correctly and fully 
used, a tower crane will probably result in 
more men being needed, but overall the 
number of man hours on each job will be 
reduced so that the contractor would be 
able to complete say, six contracts in the 
time normally expended on five—and 
therein lies the extra profit.

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N order that the new Commonwealth 

Institute building in Holland Park,

This unusual roof, consisting of five 
hyperbolic paraboloids, is the feature of 
the development and covers an area 190ft. 
py 190ft. Yet it weighs only about 20l]b. 
per $4. ft. and has only four supports— 
two internal columns placed east and west 
and two external columns at the north 
and south. Its construction is a mesh of 
precast post - tensioned concrete ribs, 
decked with wood-wool slabs. The whole 
is to be covered in copper sheet. 
"Internally the columns, which are in situ, 
rise vertically to first-floor level and then 
slope at a 52-degree pitch from the hori- 
zontal. They will have jacking heads built 
up by steel plates, steel wedges and steel 
acki lates. 
oS tccent the roof is supported by 
scaffolding, but when it is completed some- 
time during next month, a two-day opera- 
tion is planned to lift the entire structure 
py means of 170-ton Freyssinet oblong flat 
icks and distribute its weight on to the 
tops of the two internal columns. 

The external in-situ columns are peg- 
shaped, having a forked base. They stand 
on special reinforced concrete foundations 
and slope from the ground at an angle 
of 65 degrees. 

The central roof paraboloid covers an 
area of 90ft. by 90ft. and for its construc- 
tion 100,000ft. of scaffolding to make a 
birdcage scaffold to support the formwork 
was erected. Rough sawn boarding was 
placed on the formwork to give a textured 
finish to the concrete. The 3in. concrete 
shell was then cast in situ. 


The other four paraboloids are formed 
by warps on the perimeter of the central 
one, These consist of precast concrete 
beams set On cast in-situ lattice beams at 
the edge of the inner paraboloid and on 
the duct beams of the outside edge of 
the building. The wood-wool slabs with 
reinforced edges are placed on top of the 
precast beams. 


Exhibition Hall 


Two tower cranes were used for the 
construction of the roof, which covers the 
Institute’s main exhibition hall. Inside 
the hall the main approach will be by 
means of a ramp to a central platform 
built up from the ground. Two sets of 
staircases will lead from the platform to 
a circular gallery at first-floor level, this 
being about 50ft. in width. More stairs 
= a 30ft. wide gallery at second floor 
vel, 

The three gallery floors beneath the roof 
are pierced to form a large central well 
under the central paraboloid. This bowl- 
like space will unite the gallery floors and 
permit long diagonal views of the curving 
roof planes, the slim concrete ribs of which 
will catch some light from concealed 
clerestory windows. It will be possible 
to enjoy these views over the well from 
each floor level. 

Ground to first floor walls are of 
load-bearing brickwork and the second 

t iS supported by concrete columns 
and concrete structural ducts around the 
Perimeter. The first and second floors are 
of 1in. thick heavily reinforced concrete. 

Internally the walls are finished with 
Thermalite and externally they will be 
clad with coloured glass curtain walling.

Both blocks are 
reinforced concrete 
structures, clad partly 
in precast concrete 
panels and partly in 
glass walling. Floors 
are of reinforced 
concrete and external 
columns are black 
with a bush- 
hammered finish.

34-acre site maintains 
as far as possible the open character of 
the park.

Tus last thing I want to do is stir 
up any more trouble about the tea 
break business. The whole country 
seems to have settled down pretty well 
since the Joint Executives’ statement. 
It would be a mistake, however, for the 
managements of building firms to 
imagine that they have borne the brunt 
of the trouble and strife initiated by 
the “‘comrades.” 

The man who has done this and knows 
most about their tricks is Mr. James Mills, 
the President of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Operatives. Building 
firms as well as trade unionists owe him 
a great deal. Since October he has been 
stumping round the country addressing 
mass meeting after mass meeting (that’s 
what they’re called, though some have been 
so disappointingly supported that Mr. Mills 
could scarcely have considered his journey 
worthwhile). Many of those who have 
attended the meetings made it plain 
enough at the start of proceedings that 
they wanted to make life as unpleasant 
as they could for him—to have his guts 
for garters, as one Wolverhampton worthy 
colourfully put it—because of the fine old 
mess they reckoned he and his colleagues 
at the N.F.B.T.O. had made of their tea 
breaks. No mention of the 6d. an hour 
increase or shorter working week, mind 
you, 

These threats had just about as much 
effect on Mr. Mills as does water on the 
proverbial duck’s back; he sent his 
audiences away wondering what in 
heaven’s name they had been complaining 
about. Not the least powerful item in 
his armoury has been his incredible ability 
to distinguish among his audience those 
who are well-intentioned trade unionists 
genuinely seeking guidance and enlighten- 
ment. Time after time trouble-makers at 
the meetings have asked their questions 
and got their answers only to wonder how 
on earth the president of the N.F.B.T.O. 
had found out who they were and what 
the were. I know; but wild horses would 
not drag the information from me. 

In the process, while Mr. Harry Weaver, 
the Secretary of the N.F.B.T.O., cheerfully 
shoulders the burden of being “the Chief 
Catering Officer,” as he puts it, for the 
building operatives, Mr. Mills and his 
colleagues have given the building Com- 
munists a mighty clobbering. And, what 
is more, they know it. 


Towards Amalgamation 


S we are on the subject of trade 
unionism let us now turn our 
attention to some comments made the 
other day by Mr. Albert Baxter, a member 
of the Executive of the National Society 
of Painters, at Burton. His society was 
founded nearly 100 years ago under the 
title of the Manchester Alliance of House 
Painters. There had been previous attempts 
to organise the painters but apathy (still 
the enemy of the trade union movement) 
prevented any progress being made. How- 
ever, the Manchester movement grew in 
strength and eventually the national body 
was formed. More recently attempts have 
been made to achieve unity on an even 
wider basis and negotiations have taken 
place between the society and the Scottish 
Painters Society with a view to amalga- 
mating the two unions. These negotiations 
have just reached a more positive stage 
and a deed of transfer has now been 
agreed. Soon the members of each union 
will vote on the question of fusion. There 
have also been negotiations with the Liver- 
pool local societies and there is a reason- 
able hope that in the near future there 
will be only one union of painters for 
England, Scotland, Ireland and Wales. The 
ambitions of the National Society of 
Painters do not stop there; for long they 


have been, as Mr. Baxter pointed out, 
whole-hearted believers in one union for 
the building industry and in his Burton 
speech the other evening he extended an 
invitation to the other unions to help 
them in their efforts to establish one craft 
union, representative of all the building 
crafts, in the industry. 

This movement towards amalgamation 
and closer unity in the unions, and it is 
already happening behind the scenes, is 
bound ‘to have great influence on the em- 
ployers’ side of the industry. This has 
been in a state of self-satisfied but helpless 
fragmentation for far too long and I am 
not alone in wondering why so many “top” 
men in impotent and unimportant trade 
federations are so long in appreciating that 
the presidential chain is, in the ultimate, 
less important than the establishment of 
a strong, truly representative body for 
builders and contractors. History looks 
like repeating itself. The unions brought 
the employers’ organisations into being; 
amalgamation of the unions may well 
bring about the amalgamation of the bodies 
representing employers. 


On Way Out? 


OWEVER popular or unpopular the 

Government may be among the 
various sections, or should I say factions, 
of the community, it continues to have a 
strong, irrepressible ally in the building 
industry. While ministers use platform 
after platform exhorting everybody tw 
produce and export more, the building 
industry continues to be the pacemaker. 
And by the building industry I mean the 
contracting side—for in this sphere alone 
is the effort being made. 

How does the Government respond to 
this support? Not very well, I fear. If you 
want an example, let us look at firm-price 
tendering. It was the Government, 
remember, which called for a return to 
firm-price tendering a few years ago and 
although the contractors had considerable 
misgivings and doubts about the wisdom 
of returning to firm prices so quickly, they 
displayed their anxiety to help the Govern- 
ment in every way possible by agreeing 
to play. They knew that by so doing they 
would be playing a big part in the business 
of stabilising the economy and helping to 
keep prices steady. The loyalty of the 
building contractors since then has been 
something to wonder at. But now they 
are finding that the firm prices’ shoe is 
not merely pinching their toes, it is crush- 
ing their feet. Why? There is only one 
reason, and it is that while contractors 
are continuing to submit firm prices, they 
are getting precious little support from 
those who supply the materials, on which 
most of those prices have to be based. 
One begins to wonder whether the attitude 
of manufacturers and suppliers is due not 
so much to unwillingness to co-operate 
as to their utter inability to run their 
businesses really efficiently and to forecast 
accurately. 

I detect more than a measure of disquiet 
among contractors on this issue, and I 
should not be suprised if before long the 
Minister of Works is told that so far as 
firm-price tendering is concerned they have 
to use the war-time expression—‘had 
it.” 

A few weeks ago Mr. P. E. Trench, the 
Director of the N.F.B.T.E., put forward the 
idea that makers and merchants should 
submit their names to a list if they were 
prepared to quote firm prices. Bearing in 
mind the number of firms in this category, 
the number on the list so far is rjdiculously 
small.

REVALUATION: FIRST POINTERS 
SOON 


Dr. Charles Hill, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, expects to have; 
fairly accurate indication by the beginning 
of 1962 of changes in the relative propor. 
tions of the total rate burden borne by 
houses, industry, shops, offices and othe 
property. 

The relationship between these sources 
of rate revenue will change completely with 
the present revaluation which, for the first 
time since 1934, assesses all property a 
current rental values. The new valuation 
lists resulting from it will come into force 
on April 1, 1963. 

At present houses are assessed on 1939 
rental values; shops and offices pay on 
80 per cent. of 1956 values; and industry 
and freight-transport pay on 50 per cent, 
of 1956 values. 

After the 1963 revaluation, which 
assesses all rateable property in England 
and Wales at current values, industry, 
shops and offices will pay full rates, But 
in case the burden on householders be 
comes too heavy because the basis of their 
valuation has been advanced by 24 yeas 
in one step, the Minister has taken powers 
in the Rating and Valuation Act, 1961, to 
derate dwellings for the five years 196} 
1968. 

He told local authorities in England and 
Wales in a circular issued last week thi 
when he knows the extent of the ¢ 
in the proportions of rate burden bome 
by the various types of property he wil 
decide whether it is necessary to 
dwellings. In making this decision he wil 
take into account any changes proposed 
be made in the scales of deduction i 
repairs.

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LENGTHENING OF 
PLATFORMS AT 
BLACKFRIARS STATION 


Difficulties of Confined 
Space Working 


ORKING under temporary decking 

from a site which on the surface is 
only 20yd. square is one of the difficul- 
ties being overcome in the present 
scheme for altering the sub-surface 
Underground station at Blackfriars, 
London, E.C.4, for London Transport. 

The scheme, some details of which were 
given in a recent issue of The Contract 
Journal, provides for increasing the length 
of the platforms by 74ft. so that passengers 
will no longer have to use the narrow “cat- 
walks” at the ends of the platforms. This 
task includes the demolition of the existing 
running tunnel and the construction of a 
new wider covered way for the platform 
extensions. It also involves the bridging 
of the Fleet, and the replacement section 
by section, at night when road traffic is at 
its lightest, of the roadway at the busy 
junction of Blackfriars Bridge and Queen 
Victoria Street. 

The soil along the Thames Embankment 
is very largely made-up ground and mud. 
When the line was built in the second half 
of the 19th century, as much as 24ft. of 
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ruins of former build- 
ings and debris going 
back perhaps’ two 
thousand years had 
to be cut through in 
places, and at Black- 
friars the original 
foundations had to 
be carried down to 
13ft. below rail level. 
The general construction of the original 
covered way for the line along this stretch 
consists of brick walls and an arch with a 
concrete invert, the covered way being 
wider at the station with girders to support 
buildings. The Southern Region railway 
and station are carried over the Under- 
ground station on a large viaduct. 
Platform extension work was started by 
diverting a large route of trunk telephone 
cables and other G.P.O. equipment, and 
then by excavating trenches 30ft. deep and 
8ft. wide on the outside of the existing tun- 
nel walls from headings below the tem- 
porary street decking. This was followed by 
sinking bored piles down a further 60ft. 
from the bottom of the trenches to support

reinforced concrete bases for the new struc- 
ture. The clay line at this point is at 
29ft. (Newlyn Ordnance datum), or about 
32ft. below rail level. On these bases 18 
seven-ton tapered pre-cast concrete 
columns, nine on each side, are being 
erected to support new roof beams. The 
columns are slotted at the sides to take 
pre-cast wall slabs and the space behind 
the slabs is being filled by a mass concrete 
backing. 
19-ton Beams 


The tops of the columns have an 
angular profile which mates with pre-cast 
reinforced concrete beams, each weighing 
19 tons, which support the roadway above 
and form the roof of the extended station 
below, and the beams are being lowered 
into position at night after a section of the 
roadway above has been removed. This is 
an operation requiring two cranes and must 
be carried out with precision and with 
careful timing, as the roadway above must 
be reinstated temporarily so that the heavy 
morning traffic is not obstructed. The 
placing of one beam is a whole night’s 
work. Eventually the beams will be 
covered by a 12in. reinforced concrete slab 
which will form the support for the road- 
way. 

About half of the new platform exten- 
sion lies above the Fleet sewer, the sewer 
being taken under the line in two brick 
channels with flat cast-iron tops. On the 
north side there is an arched bellmouth to 
the sewer, and on the south side it runs 
to an outlet into the River Thames. Over 
the length of the sewer, the vertical 
columns are carried on two reinforced con- 
crete beams spanning both sewer channels, 
with new reinforced concrete cut-off walls 
to close off the exposed upper sections of 
the sewer tunnels, which are of larger sec- 
tion than the channels below the tracks. 

The Fleet gave considerable concern 
when the railway was originally built. It 
had to be diverted and re-diverted many 
times and for a period had to be carried 
beneath the railway by a syphon. Although 
the present work has not required such 
extreme measures, the Fleet has still con- 
stituted a problem. 

A further complication is the presence 
of a large pipe subway running very pear,

SCOTTISH HOUSING BILL DESIGNED TO 
ENCOURAGE PRIVATE BUILDERS 


HE Secretary of State for Scotland, 
Mr, John Maclay, said in the Com- 
mons last week that between 1945 and 
1960 only 10 per cent. of houses built 
in Scotland, compared with 36 per cent. 
south of the border, were erected by 
private enterprise. 

The rate had been increasing, but the 
proportion was still inadequate. Most 
disappointing has been the virtually 
complete lack of private building for 
letting, which meant that many people who 
were unable, or did not want to buy their 
own houses, were not having their needs 
satisfied, 

Mr. Maclay, who was moving the second 
reading of the Housing (Scotland) Bill, 
added that more people were able and 
wanted to purchase their own houses, or 
were able to pay economic rents for 
houses. Local authorities had to adjust 
themselves to this change. Housing should 
not become the monopoly of a local 
authority, or of any other single agency. 

If private enterprise was able to satisfy 
the demand for unsubsidised houses, then 
local authorities would be better able to 
provide subsidised houses for those who 
needed them, They would also be free to 
tackle problems of slum clearance, over- 
spill, and so on. But, no matter how hard 
they tried to solve Scotland’s housing 
problem, they would fall short until rents 
charged for local authority houses reached 
a more reasonable level, 

The new subsidy structure in the Bill 
was designed to give increased assistance 
to those local authorities most heavily 
burdened, either because they had to build

and at a slight angle to, the new walls. 
The pipe subway encroaches on the space 
required for the columns at the extreme 
west end on the north side, so that the 
westernmost column has had to. be 
mounted out of line with the other eight 
columns on that side. At this point the 
pipe subway falls to pass under a pedestrian 
subway which, after running parallel to it 
for some distance, turns over it and the 
railway to give access to the Victoria Em- 
bankment. All this work has been done 
without interruption to the train service 
or to road traffic above. 


When the new work has been completed, 
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more houses or because their houses cost 
more to build. 

The Secretary of State explained that if, 
as a result of continual building, an 
authority outstripped its resources it would 
be able to move up from a lower subsidy 
to a higher one. 

The provision to advance up to £3m. to 
housing associations which undertook to 
build houses for letting at unsubsidised 
rents was an experiment. He hoped it 
would prove a success and encourage 
private builders to re-enter the field of 
building for letting. 


Motorways (Construction) 

Mr. du Cann asked the Minister of 
Transport whether, in order to expedite 
the construction of cross country long- 
distance motorways, he would authorise 
that such roads in future be developed 
by private enterprise and local authori- 
ties jointly, the capital required being 
serviced by tolls, in cases where the 
necessary finance is forthcoming. 

Mr, Marples: This is an _ interesting 
suggestion. Legislation would be needed 
to enable tolls to be charged. I feel 
sure, too, that Parliament would wish to 
consider very carefully any proposal to 
allow local authorities to use for the 
profit of private interests and powers given 
them to construct motorways, including 
the right to acquire land compulsorily and 
to close private accesses, In any case, it is 
doubtful if proposals on these lines would 
expedite the provision of long-distance 
motorways, in view of the extent to which 
civil engineering resources are already 
very heavily committed. 

Mr, du Cann: While appreciating that

Structural Change 

A main feature of the build- 
ing is a transition platform 
between the fourth and fifth 
foors, making possible a 
structural change in function 
fom accommodating people 
to housing Cars. 

The 8ft.-deep transition 
foor consists of a system of 
longitudinal and transverse 
sirders which transfer the load 
of the building from the 
exterior walls to eight concrete 
columns which extend all the 
way to the foundation of the

Thus, the column-free tower 
furnishes suitable office space 
while the column spacing in 
levels from the third floor to 
the basement furnishes space 
best suited for cars. The tran- 
sition floor also houses all of

Another feature of the 

building is the concrete grill 

that covers the two wider 

sides of the tower.

Other methods of fabrication for the 
concrete used in the building included 
in-situ pouring, using wooden forms, and 
in-situ pouring with plastic-faced wooden 
forms to produce a textured effect. 

At the fourth floor level, set in a land- 
scaped garden terrace, there is a separate 
executive office structure with glass walls 
under a _  folded-plate in-situ poured 
concrete roof, 

_ Soils underlying the site are unusually 
firm and impermeable, 

The foundations for the base structure 
and tower are machine excavated, belled 
caissons, about 25ft. deep and 23ft. in 
diameter at the widest point. Filled with 
reinforcing steel and about 80 tons of con- 
crete, they support the main columns, The 
central core of the tower is supported by 
a deep mat foundation. 

One of four levels of parking within the 
building is accommodated in the basement. 
A deeper basement was discouraged by the 
water level of the lake in adjoining 
MacArthur Park.

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NATIONAL CAR PARKING 
SURVEY 
Not a “ Happy Picture ” 


A CAR parking survey of the country 
i the first ever held—-has been under- 
taken by the British Road Federation. Its 
purpose was to find out how the major 
towns and cities are tackling this growing 
problem—-what they are doing now; what 
they are planning to do. 

The picture it presents is not a happy 
one. Lord Derwent, chairman of the 
Federation, speaking in London on Tuesday 
said: “It is true that a number of authori- 
ties are trying to overcome the problem. 
But, generally, one is confronted with an 
impression that there is a definite lack of 
urgency.” 

He pointed out the dangers which might 
face towns and cities with inadequate park- 
ing facilities. “This, for better or worse, 
is a competitive world, and our urban 
centres are in serious rivalry as places of 
attraction for shopping, entertainment, 
business and so on. Make no mistake: 
The ones which fail to attract will in time 
decay.” 

It was ironical that the areas where the 
needs were greatest were the very ones 
where parking provision was least adequate 

the busiest cities, the metropolitan 
boroughs, and the other boroughs in the 
Greater London area. 

Of the work to be done, Lord Derwent 
said: “The demand is much too vast and, 
as with the roads, we are much too far 
behind to catch up quickly. But time 
is running out, When we think of the 
future—12,000,000 cars by 1970, for 
instance—-the problem is brought into 
perspective.” 


DIRECT LABOUR BONUS INQUIRY 
AT WIDNES

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PRODUCTION OF BRICKS AND 
CEMENT 
CCORDING to figures collected by the 
Ministry of Works, 658,000,000 bricks 
were produced in Great Britain in October, 
31,000,000 more than in October last year. 
Total production of bricks for the first 10 
months of this year has been 2} per cent. 
higher than for the same period last year. 
Stocks of bricks at the end of October were 
17,000,000 more than at the end of 
October 1960. 

During the four weeks ended October 
30, 1,119,000 tons of cement were produced 
in the United Kingdom, compared with 
1,061,000 tons in the same period last year, 
an increase of 54 per cent. Production 
was 7 per cent. and deliveries to the home 
market from home production were 11 per 
cent. higher in the first 10 months of the 
year than in 1960. 

In September, 32,000 tons of cement 
were imported and during the first nine 
months of the year 79,000 more tons were 
imported than during the same period last 
year,

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RECONSTRUCTION OF BRIDGE OVER REGENTS CANAL 


Scheme Complicated by Maze of Services 


SMALL bridge reconstruction 
A scheme, which when it was first 
suggested in 1928 would have cost 
£10,700, has recently been completed at 
s cost of £67,000. a 

The bridge is the 150-year-old Prince 
albert Road Bridge over the Regents 
Canal in St. Pancras. In’ 1928 it was pro- 
posed that the bridge should be recon- 
gructed with a 5Oft. road and 37ft. 
between abutments, : 

With one financial crisis following another 
during the next three decades the scheme 
was the subject of endless deferments and 
never reached the drawing board stage. 
However in February, 1953, the Borough 
Council decided to proceed with the design 
of the new bridge so that when funds were 
wailable for grant purposes, work could 
be started at Short notice. The L.C.C. had 
ty this time decided that Prince Albert 
Road should have an ultimate width of 70ft. 

Since that time the Borough Council 
have had almost continuous negotiations 
with all the public utility companies, British 
Waterways, Ministry of Transport, Ministry 
of Works, Crown Estate Commissioners, 
the Royal Fine Art Commission and the 
Mo om 

It was eventually decided that in view 
of the large service mains carried by the 
bridge it would be much more economical 
to reduce the span to 30ft. and provide 
only 9ft. headroom above the canal water 
evel. 

In 1957, the appointed consulting 
engineers, L. G. Mouchel and Partners, 
were at last able to begin the preparation 
fa detailed design, Tenders were invited 
and the contract let to James Crosby and 
Sons, Ltd., in August, 1960. The Ministry 
of Transport made a 60 per cent, grant 


towards the total cost which was then 
£67,000. 

Services Maintained 
What would appear to be a simple 


reconstruction scheme was in fact compli- 
cated by the large number of essential 
services carried over the canal by the 
bridge. These services included: four 
water Mains, two of 7in. diameter, one 
of 42in. and one of 36in.; two gas mains of 
l7in. and and 4in. diameter; electricity 
cables; and 8,275 trunk telephone circuits 
from London to the Midlands in 30 cable 
ducts bedded in a large concrete slab. 

lt Was necessary to maintain all these 
service Mains during the whole time the

bridge was under construction and to do 
this the bridge had to be built in two 
sections. First, temporary mains to replace 
those in one half of the bridge were laid 
and the old mains cut off and diverted to 
the temporary mains. Then the first half 
of the bridge was constructed and the same 
procedure was followed for the second part 
of the bridge. 

An added difficulty was the need to 
maintain a waterway for canal traffic, 
especially as the new bridge is supported 
on 80 piles. Demolition of the old bridge 
Was carried out over two weekends, the 
debris being dropped into canal barges. 


Reinforced Concrete Construction 


The new bridge is of reinforced concrete 
construction, with the abutments faced in 
brick, It is 45ft. wide, consisting of 30ft. 
wide carriageway and two footways, each 
7ft. 6in. wide. Provision is made for the 
bridge to be widened to the ultimate 7Oft.

Copper and Copper Alloy Traps 


A newly revised edition of B.S, 1184 
specification for copper and copper alloy 


traps—omits the wastes and bath over- 
flows which were included in the 1951 
edition. (These are now dealt with in B.S. 


3380, Part 1, published in April this year.) 

The new standard (B.S. 1184 1961) 
specifies the materials, workmanship, de- 
sign, construction, dimensions and toler- 
ances for traps of ljin., Lin. and 2in. 
nominal sizes. Copper and alloys such as 
brass and gunmetal are the materials 
covered by this British Standard and the 
types of traps comprise tubular (solid 
drawn), cast and hot formed. Each type 
is illustrated, and each type and size is 
given a unique “type reference number” to 
facilitate referencing. 

For example, by simply quoting the B.S. 
type reference number “TBP] 66’ it is 
possible to convey the whole of the follow- 
ing information: “a l4in. nominal bore 
cast brass ‘P’ trap (for bath) having an 
outlet end screwed externally with a l4in. 
BSP.F thread, together with one blank 
capped cleaning eye and provision for the 
connection of a 13/l6in. min. bore bath 
overflow connector”. 

Such condensation is particularly useful 
for inserting references on drawings. 
Another aid to orderly marketing intro- 
duced in this British Standard is the 
“ordering note” which lists those variable 
features of traps, where the intending pur- 
chaser needs to be specific when making an 
enquiry or placing an order.

THIRD QUARTER 


2 Per Cent. Rise in Work Done 


CCORDING to provisional figures 

collected by the Ministry of Works 

(see table below), contractors in Great 

Britain carried out constructional work 

to the value of £620m. in the third 
quarter of 1961. 

This was £l6m. more than in the 
previous quarter and nearly £70m. more 
than in the third quarter of last year. 
After allowing for price increases and 
seasonal factors the amount of work done 
in the third quarter as measured by the 
Index of Production was nearly 2 per cent. 
higher than in the previous quarter and 
over 8 per cent, higher than a year earlier. 

The increase in production in the third 
quarter was almost entirely accounted for 
by the increase in work other than housing 


CONSTRUCTION IN 


carried out for public authorities, which 
increased by nearly 6 per cent. compared 
with the second quarter and was almost 
20 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 

Compared with the previous quarter, 
the level of house building (both public 
and private) and private building (other 
than housing) showed no change, but in 
each sector work increased by between 
7 and 14 per cent. compared with a year 
earlier. The level of work on repair and 
maintenance has remained fairly steady 
over the last 15 months. 

The number of men employed in Great 
Britain remained at a high level and 
employment continued to be higher than 
in any year since 1956, but it is no longer 
rising.

Report on Stoke Newington Direct Labour Contract 


HE report of the special committee 
T appointed by Stoke Newington 
porough Council to investigate the ex- 
ess expediture of the Lordship Road 
dousing Scheme was submitted to the 
Council last week. 

The scheme in question comprised a 
gven-storey block of 49 flats, three four- 
gorey blocks providing 72 flats and four 
houses. The contractors were the Direct 
Labour Force. It was the biggest contract 
which had ever been undertaken by the 
force, and the only multi-storey block 
which had been constructed by the Force 
ina reinforced concrete frame.

In December, 1955, the Council accepted 
the Direct Labour Force tender, subject 
tg the checking of the bills of quantities, 
the receipt of loan sanction and any neces- 
sary consents. The bills of quantities 
which form the basis of the tender were 
examined by the quantity surveyors, as 
is the usual practice, and in January, 1956, 
the report of the quantity surveyors, 
following the examination, was submitted 
to the housing committee. The report 
indicated, inter alia, that the bills had been 
very carefully priced but that the rates 
were “very competitive.” The quantity 
surveyors’ report was forwarded to the 
Ministry with the tender. 

Work started in April, 1956, and was 
completed in January, 1959. The quantity 
surveyors certified the value of the com- 
pleted work to be £273,757. The 
difference between the tender price and 
the certified value of the completed work 
represents the cost of approved variations 
and additions carried out during the pro- 
gress of the works. The actual cost of the 
work was £316,048. The excess cost to 
which the special committee particularly 
directed their attention was therefore 
£42,300. 


The special committee’s report states: 
Caims for delay in obtaining possession, 
waterlogging of site, show flats and delays 
ty nominated sub-contractors, which 
would have increased the certified value 
of the completed work, were not pursued.

factors “and, in some cases, luck.” Con- 
tractors, however, are able to set off their 
losses On One contract against their profits 
on another. Here we have applied our- 
selves to this particular contract to the 
exclusion, generally, of others. 

One of the first matters we examined 
was the tender itself, both as to the amount 
and as to the period during which it was 
proposed to complete the work. Evidence 
was given to us that the estimate on which 
the Direct Labour Force tender was based 
totalled £261,387, and that it was con- 
sidered by the technical staff, then 
responsible, that a period of 24 months 
was a reasonable period for completion. 
It would appear that to make the estimate 
even more competitive, it was reduced for 
the purposes of the tender by £6,387, and 
the period of the contract from 24 to 16 
months. 

The evidence we have heard with 
regard to the amount of this tender has 
varied between describing it as “competi- 
tive but realistic for a normal standard of 
work,” and “obviously unrealistic.” No 
evidence has been placed before us to 
justify the reduction of £6,387 from the 
original estimate. The weight of evidence, 
however, was to the effect that the reduc- 
tion of £6,387 from the estimate was, to 
say the least, inadvisable and that even 
without this reduction, the contract could 
hardly have been completed at the price 
unless everything had gone absolutely 
smoothly and no difficulties or delays of 
any kind had occurred. 

In point of fact, progress on the work 
was far from smooth and every con- 
ceivable difficulty and delay arose on this 
contract, as will appear. 

In considering the amount of the tender, 
our attention was also drawn to the per- 
centage addition to prime cost sums. We 
were advised that normally 24 per cent. 
is allowed on nominated sub-contractors’ 
work. In this tender, in pursuance of a 
decision which had been taken by the 
Council, only 1 per cent. was allowed. 

We observed that the rates quoted for 
painting and brickwork were lower than 
in earlier Direct Labour Force tenders not- 
withstanding an increase in prices. 

The following analysis of the actual final 
cost is not without significance:

It seems reasonable to assume that who- 
ever had executed the contract and how- 
ever long the work might have taken, the 
second, third and fourth items would not 
have varied greatly. Accepting the cost 
of labour and oncosts as the variable 
elements these could not have varied by 
more than a relatively small proportion 
of the total cost. This would seem to 
give further support to the contention that 
the tender price was too keenly computed. 

With regard to the period for the com- 
pletion of the works, it will be observed 
that of the 12 contractors tendering, no 
less than nine failed to quote a time. One 
tenderer quoted 24 months, another 30 
months, and the Direct Labour Force 16 
months. Apart from the significance of 
this, evidence has been given to us by the 
architect that a contract of this size would 
normally be expected to take two years to 
complete. A period of 12 months was 
required by the sub-contractors responsible 
for the reinforced concrete frame and 
floors alone. Our own experience of the 
time taken on other and simpler building 
work emphasises the inadequacy of this 
period of 16 months, Only one of the wit- 
nesses who appeared before us expressed 
the opinion that the work could have been 
completed in 16 months, but we have heard 
no evidence to support that opinion. 


We are satisfied that the time allowed 
for completion was unrealistic and resulted 
in too low an allowance for preliminaries. 

In regard to the tender, we have there- 
fore reached the following conclusions: 

(a) That the tender price of £255,000 
was too low. 

(b) That the contract could not have 
been completed in the period of 16 
months quoted in the tender. 

Although we cannot accept that the 
restoration of the cut of £6,387 to the 
Direct Labour Force estimate would have 
made the tender an entirely viable one, 
it seems to us to be reasonable to do so 
in considering the difference between the 
tender price and the final cost. We are ' 
advised by the architect that if the cut 
had not been made, and a period of 24 
months instead of 16 months had been 
quoted, the total effect would, im his 
opinion, have been as follows:

This may be related to the second lowest 
tender which was in the sum of £280,534. 


Difficulties and Delays 


The principal difficulties and delays en- 
countered during the progress of the con- 
tract were: 

Organisation 

The tender was submitted in December, 
1955; work began in May, 1956, and 
finished in January, 1959. 

Responsibility for the direction of the 
Direct Labour Force was passed from the 
town clerk to the borough engineer in 
December, 1956. 

A lengthy inquiry into the working of 
the Direct Labour Force took place during 
the early part of the contract which led 
to the reorganisation of the Force and the 
appointment in February, 1957, of a new 
building manager. 

We are satisfied that this change of 
control is of major significance and con- 
stitutes a substantial contributory cause 
to the excess cost of this contract and was, 
apart from the tender, the largest indi- 
vidual cause. 

Delay in Possession of Site 

There were delays in obtaining posses- 
sion of the site to enable the bui to 
proceed, and, in fact, at one stage a 
mechanical digger was actually working 
while people were still in occupation of a 
house forming part of the site. 
Demolition Delay 

There were difficulties in connection 
with the demolition sub-contractors, and 
this work had to be finished by the Direct 
Labour Force. 

Condition of Site 

In July, 1956, there was abnormally 
heavy rainfall and the trenches were water- 
logged. When the new building manager 
took over, the site was flooded, and exten- 
sive pumping had to be carried out. 

Unsatisfactory Work 
Plastering 

The whole of this work was by sub- 
contract. It was priced on the basis that 
a sub-contractor then employed on another 
contract would be employed on this. 
However, in view of the council’s 
experience with the plastering on that 
other contract, it was decided to invite 
fresh tenders for this work. This involved

(Concluded from previous page) 
a higher cost than that provided for in 
the tender. 
Foundation Work 


As a result of an unsatisfactory mortar 
mix in part of the foundations, certain 
remedial measures had to be taken. An 
inquiry into the matter held at the time 
led to the new appointment to which we 
have already referred. Apart from the 
actual additional cost involved on these 
measures, delay was incurred. 

Paintwork 


Paintwork carried out by 
Labour Force on another project im- 
mediately before this gave rise to very 
considerable criticism; this appears to have 
had the result that an unusual measure of 
care was taken on this contract to ensure 
that there should be no justification for 
similar criticism. The standard of paint- 
work on the Lordship buildings was there- 
fore particularly high and there would 
appear to be no doubt that this was 
reflected in the cost over and above that 
allowed for in the tender. 

Excessive condensation 
bad weather necessitated considerable 
redecoration; external window and door 
frames had to have additional paint due 
to their being on the site too long before 
they were used. Nevertheless the architect 
informs us that 225 man/months were

spent on painting. The estimate for this 
item was vastly overspent. Even allowing 
for the low tender price, overtime, bad 
weather, additional painting and the high 
standard (resulting in a saving in main- 
tenance costs) the cost was too high. 

When the borough engineer took over 
control of the Direct Labour Force and 
the new building manager had _ been 
appointed, the attention of the Works and 
Building Committee was drawn to what 
they considered to be the unrealistic 
nature of the tender. That Committee had, 
of course, been made aware of the other 
difficulties to which we have referred as 
they arose. Up to the end of January, 
1957, although the work had been in pro- 
gress for nine months (more than 50 per 
cent. of the contract time), only 15 per 
cent. of the work had been completed. 
From that stage, a new timetable was pre- 
pared and the work completely reorganised 
after which difficulties were reduced to a 
minimum; there were, however, delays due 
to shortage of bricks and to the redecora- 
tion referred to in the previous paragraph. 

Certain of the. delays and difficulties 
would have been encountered by any con- 
tractor; others would not. 

In attempting to assess the financial! 
effect of the first category, we have been 
advised that a contractor could have 
justified a claim for between £2,500 and 
£5,000 in respect of the delays beyond his

The negotiation of such a claim by th 
Direct Labour Force would have entailed 
a considerable amount of administratir 
work by technical officers, to the detriment! 
of current construction work, 
would have been no financial advantage ® 
the Council as would have been the ca 
with a contractor. In these circumstances 
the claim was not pursued. 

We have been advised of the financt 
assessments that could be placed on 
other difficulties and delays which woul 
account for the difference between tt 
figure (£302,500/£305,000) and the fim 
cost. We resist the temptation to set i 
forth as a simple arithmetic calculate 
partly because we realise that 1 Wo 
be merely an estimate of something wie 
it is virtually impossible to calculate ¥ 
any precision, and partly because It mim 
imply that we are satisfied with a la 
explanation of the position. 

Whilst we are satisfied that the exe 
cost is not due to any one cause but 
that it is due, in the main, to the cum 
tive effect of the many adverse Citi® 
stances to which we have referred, We 
far from satisfied with the position.

AVAILABLE IN ITALY 


HE Brockhouse Organisation 
T announce that, as a result of the 
qecess Of the single-storey primary 
ghool, exhibited by Great Britain at the 
ith Triennale, held in Milan in 1960, 
the C.L.A.S.P. method of construction 

which it was built is now to be 
gade available in Italy. 

Before the system could be used in that 
country, however, it was mecessary to 
avert dimensional data to metric 
measurements and to modify it to suit 
ical conditions. This work has now been 

leted by Costruzioni Modulari S.p.A., 
of Milan, which is a subsidary company of 
Brockhouse Steel Structures, Ltd., of West 
Bromwich, manufacturers of the special 
prefabricated steel framework, upon which 
the system is based. 

The first school to be built in Italy 
willbe situated at Biella some 40 kilometres 
north of Vercelli in the Piedmont Region, 
and will consist of six classrooms, an

assembly hall, and other accommodation 
normally provided in a building of this 
type. 

The approximate cost of the project will 
be in the region of £50,000, and the work 


will be concluded in four months. Both 
the Italian Government and the Local 
Authorities have shown considerable 


interest in this method of construction for 
schools and other types of structures and 
negotiations are taking place regarding 
the construction of a number of buildings 
next year. 

Operating in a similar capacity to the 
Consortium of Local Authorities in Britain, 
Costruzioni Modulari S.p.A., will obtain 
tenders on all factory-made components 
covering a year’s programme of building, 
thus enabling potential users of the system 
to obtain the advantages of bulk ordering. 

The Brockhouse Group also announce 
that in addition to the developments in 
Italy, the system is also being used under 
similar conditions in Western Germany.

BUILDING OPERATIVES SUBMIT CLAIMS 


HE National Federation of Building 

Trades Operatives have submitted to 
the National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry, under Rule 10(b) of the Joint 
Council’s Constitution and Rules, Notices 
of Constitutional Amendment proposals 
having the following effect: 

(1) Wage Rates—a substantial 
wage rates. 

(2) N.W.R. 2— Working 
working hours to be 
throughout the year. 

(3) N.W.R. 2—Meal Intervals—substitution 
for the present para. 2 of the Rule of the 
following:

(13) London Daily Travelling Rule—aboli- 
tion of the special rule affecting operatives 
regularly employed at factories and shops 
coming within the ambit of the Supplementary 
Rules for Woodworking Factories and Shops 

(14) Manchester Daily Travelling Rule 
reduction from two miles to one mile in the 
radius of the No. 1 “free area.”

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HARROW TO APPOINT 
BOROUGH ARCHITECT 


A NEW appointment—that of Borough 
Architect and Planner—is being 
created at Harrow in view of the in- 
creasing amount of work of this nature. 
Under the new scheme, which comes into 
force next year, engineering and allied 
functions will remain under the control 
and direction of the Borough Engineer and 
Surveyor. Architectural and planning (in- 
cluding replanning functions) will be dealt 
with by the new chief officer. 

The change is to take place on the re- 
tirement of Mr. Melville Richards, the 
= engineer and surveyor, on July I, 

Reporting on this, the Council’s General 
Purposes Committee says: 

“There is no doubt that fresh functions 
arising from new legislation in recent years 
have thrown an increasingly heavy burden 
upon local authorities and their staffs, and 
particularly upon the Borough Engineer 
and Surveyor’s Department; and it is a 
reasonable assumption that further addi- 
tional functions will arise in the immediate 
years ahead. 

“Also, in your committee’s view, the 
diversity and complex nature of the work 
of the Borough Engineer’s Department in 
Harrow, and the very large programme 
ahead, calls for a reorganisation on the 
lines suggested.” 

The report points out that 62 county 
and municipal boroughs (many of them 
considerably smaller in area and popula- 
tion than Harrow) have separated their 
technical functions into two main depart- 
ments. 


WENTBRIDGE BY-PASS NEARING 
COMPLETION 


The Wentbridge By-pass in the West 
Riding of Yorkshire, which forms part of 
the comprehensive improvement of the 
Great North Road (A.1), is on the point 
of completion. 

Traffic is now able to use the by-pass, 
although the official opening ceremony will 
not take place until December 11. It will 
then be formally opened by Alderman A. 
Dwyer, chairman of the Highways Com- 
mittee of the West Riding Council, the 
Minister of Transport’s agent authority. 

The new road, which is nearly two miles 
long, runs to the east of Wentbridge. Dual 
24ft. carriageways have been provided with 
a 15ft. wide central reservation, widening 
to 30ft. at road junctions, and two 12ft. 
wide verges. 

A new bridge 370ft. long has been con- 
structed across the valley of the river 
Went, about 100ft. above the valley floor. 
More than 120 miles of steel scaffolding 
tubes were used in the construction of this 
bridge, and the imposing nature of the 
structure will not be fully apparent until 
these have all been removed in about a 
month's time. 

A second bridge has been constructed to 
carry Went Edge Road over the by-pass. 

With the opening of this by-pass, there 
will be a continuous stretch of dual carri- 
ageways for some 26 miles from the south 
end of Blyth By-pass to Knottingley round- 
about. 

The scheme, which has cost just over 
£800,000, was carried out by Taylor Wood- 
row Construction Ltd., in just over two 
years, work having started in October 
1959. 

The scheme was prepared for the Minis- 
try of Transport by West Riding County 
Council (county surveyor, Col. S. Maynard

“THE NEW CHICAGO PLAN” 
All Parties Endorse Separate Bids 


HE reactions of owners, architects, 
T consulting engineers and contrac- 
the Chicago Plan for separate 
The Contract Journal, March 
3, 1961), were immediate and over- 
yneiming. According to a new 
brochure countless letters were received 
iitesting to the validity of the state- 
nents made relative to the seriousness 
i bid-shopping and peddling and ex- 
essing enthusiastic approval of the 
cdlution proposed namely, separate bids. 
Thus inspired and encouraged, the 
yechanical Speciality Contractors Associa- 
son of Chicago who conceived the Chicago 
Pian began a series of joint industry com- 
mittee meetings with their counterparts 
representing architects, consulting engi- 
yers and general contractors. This joint 
industry committee, using the original 

icago Plan as a nucleus, developed and 
apanded, step by step procedure which 
snow presented as the new Chicago Plan 
or Separate Bids. This plan is set out in 
, new brochure presented and endorsed 
by the Chicago chapters or associations of 
aehitects, consulting engineers, general 
contractors and mechanical speciality con- 
tractors. 

“Optional” Feature Deleted 


The taking of separate bids is the very 
heart of both the original and the new 
Chicago Plan. But the “optional” feature 
of contract assignment which appeared in 
the original Chicago Plan has been deleted. 
for the joint industry committee 
ynanimously recognised the general con- 
tractor’s traditional role of prime contractor 
on all normal building sites with full 
responsibility for supervision and co- 
ordination. It is therefore recommended 
that mechanical speciality contracts be 
assigned to the general contractor for 
execution after separate bids have been 
taken and contracts have been awarded. 
The new plan states unequivocally that the 
responsibility for supervision and _ co- 
ordination cannot be divided. In addition 
the architect and engineer both agree that

co-ordination and supervision are functions 
of the builder not the designer. The 
mechanical speciality contractor on the 
other hand has neither the experience nor 
the desire to accept responsibility for more 
than his portion of the work. 

The new plan then sets out a procedure 
for all building construction. It is 
emphasised that in order to take separate 
bids it is necessary that separate specifica- 
tions be prepared and it is pointed out that 
this work has definite intrinsic advantages. 
It provides a means whereby the architect 
and engineer can more readily check the 
thoroughness of their specifications and 
also serves to ensure the completeness of 
each contractors bid since every item on 
which a particular contractor is required 
to bid will be in one exclusive set of 
specifications and his area of responsibility 
will thus be clearly defined. 

The new plan states that generally 
speaking the general construction will 
represent approximately one half of the 
cost and the mechanical speciality con- 
tracts will represent the remaining half. 
In America the general contractors bid 
contains an estimate for the cost of super- 
vising and co-ordinating the work of the 
mechanical speciality contractors. It is 
recognised that this cost will be in propor- 
tion to the magnitude of the mechanical 
speciality work but it is believed that an 
estimated percentage should be sufficiently 
accurate under normal circumstances and 
no particular problem will arise as long 
as the final accounts are reasonably close 
to the estimate. In the event of a wide 
discrepancy between the architect’s initial 
estimate and the actual mechanical 
speciality contract amounts, the item 
would lend itself to negotiation, says the 
new plan. 


Not a “Broker” 


The joint industry committee expresses 
the opinion that a general contractor 
should be a “builder” and not a “broker.” 
The committee believes therefore that the 
general contractor should be asked to

More Work To Be Done By Direct Labour 


YEN better results than had been 
forecast have been achieved by 
introduction of a bonus scheme, say 
Northamptonshire County Roads and 
Bridges Committee in a special report 
on work study. 

In two highway divisions during six 
weeks ending June 24 last productivity in- 
creased by 56 per cent. There was a 25 
pet cent. decrease in unit labour costs 
and the scheme achieved about a £32,300 
reduction in annual labour cost. 
__ Bonus payments to the roadmen during 
this period averaged 30s. per week—but 
tls expected that as the men become more 
accustomed to the scheme and to improved 
methods of working the amount will be

Say the committee: “It is naturally more 
difficult to assess what savings are being 
made on improvements works since no two 
schemes are exactly alike. It so happens, 
however, that two improvements, involving 
a similar volume of work have recently 
been carried out by the same gang on the 
Cottingham-Rockingham road (B.670), one 
before and one after the introduction of 
the bonus scheme. The second scheme 
took only 2,300 man-hours to complete 
compared with 5,000 for the first, repre- 
senting an increase in productivity of over 
100 per cent.” 


Principal Object 


The committee emphasise that so far the 
principal object of the scheme has been to 
increase output rather than to effect large 
monetary savings. Actual savings are, 
however, now being obtained, partly by a 
gradual reduction in the number of road- 
men as the older men retire and partly by 
increasing the proportion of large schemes 
carried out by direct labour for example, 
the scheme for the reconstruction of the 
Birmingham-Ipswich road (A.45) near 
Knuston Lodge, which is estimated to cost 
£75,000 will now be undertaken by direct 
labour instead of being put out to con- 
tract as was originally intended. 

According to the committee the bonus 
scheme has been extremely well received 
by the men, so much so that those who 
are not yet within it are pressing to be in- 
cluded as quickly as possible, 
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portion” of the construction will be done 
by his own labour force, 

The new plan advocates selective tender- 
ing and a strict procedure to assure prompt 
payments by the general contractor to all 
sub-contractors while at the same time pro- 
tecting the interests of the owner. It is 
to be noted that second and subsequent 
requests for interim payment submitted 
to the owner through the general con- 
tractor by each sub-contractor must be 
accompanied by “partial waivers of lien” 
from the general contractor showing that 
sub-contractors have received the im- 
mediately preceding payment. 


Single Contract System 


Referring to the single contract system 
the new plan states that the bold fact is 
simply that when bids are shopped or 
peddled the owner pays full price for a 
building which is built on the basis of 
cut-price contracts. In developing and 
endorsing the new Chicago Plan for 
Separate Bids the joint industry committee 
recognises the need for concerted action 
by the entire building construction 
industry. It recognises also the failure of 
codes of ethics and pious platitudes as 
detergents to bid-shopping and  bid- 
peddling. In the concluding paragraph of 
the new plan the joint industry committee 
firmly recognises that they must con- 
tinually strive to build better buildings at 
the lowest possible cost and at a legitimate 
profit. It is the committee’s conviction 
that the new Chicago Plan for Separate 
Bids can and will best serve these three 
related interests.

eS I visit one of our sites 
in the Manchester area, I make a 
point of visiting my old friend Roland. 
He and his family live in a nice old 
brick house on the Cheshire border. 
They have a small mongrel dog. They 
call it Samuel for some reason which 
made me laugh when I heard it but like 
most of the jokes I keep for my friends, 
this one got away. 

Samuel has no personal connection with 
my work, but he exhibits certain quirks of 
behaviour which remind me of persons I 
have actually come across, I have a feeling 
that as a subject for serious. study, 
Samuel could teach me quite a lot about 
psychoneurosis or whatever it is that 
compels a sane human being to start 
demolishing a scaffold by loosening the 
clips of the ledger upon which he is sitting. 
Mad? Yes, of course—gibbering, crazy 
mad! And yet it has happened: to an 
otherwise plain, sensible, diligent worker, 
whose mind was fleetingly away from it all. 

I was telling you about Samuel. 

Normally a bright-eyed, healthy speci- 
men of doghood, Samuel is also subject to 
moments of intellectual confusion, and on 
these occasions he is apt to become what 
is known at “accident prone.” This 
happens, for instance, when he develops a 
terrible Freudian infatuation for an 
inanimate object, and immediately loses 
all sense of caution. Last year, Roland 
and the family visited some friends who 
also had an old house, with no pets, but 
with mice.

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found him, there was an expression of 
betrayal in his great big disillusioned eyes. 

Samuel, of course, has no real counter- 
part in adult human life, although it is 
said that people’s love for money will lead 
them to do some very silly things. The age 
of bonus and incentive payment has shown 
plenty of examples, I know of no antidote 
to this kind of thing, except a carefully 
worded agreement between both parties 
which makes it perfectly plain to all con- 
cerned that incentive working will only 
continue so long as safe practice is strictly 
observed.

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PRESIDENT REPORTS ON PROGRESS AND 
AIMS OF MODULAR MOVEMENT 


“TURING the past year the modular 

movement has_ steadily been 
gathering momentum,’’ stated Lord 
jossom, LL.D., F.R.I.B.A., president of 
he Modular Society, at a luncheon 
given in London last week by the 


Society. ca ; 

Explaining their aims, he said that other 
adustries had brought their cost down by 
virtue of the three big S’s- Standardising, 
simplification and Specialisation. Build- 
ing, because of the necessary variety of 
pyilding sites and building types, had not 
vet been able to follow suit. The greatest 
fificulty had been the standardisation of 
the sizes of things that went into building, 
so that they could be put together easily 
on the site. Individual types of com- 
ponent, such as doors or windows, had 
ing been made to standard sizes, but in 
diferent ranges which did not help in 
putting them together into a building. 


Common Denominator 


“This is where the module comes into 
pay,” continued Lord Bossom. “It offers 
; common denominator. When all com- 
ponents are correctly sized in multiples of 
the fin, module, and buildings are designed 
to the same series of dimensions, everything 
can go together without waste and long 
production runs of modular components 
can reduce their cost. 

“To give a familiar example: if your room 
is 12ft. wide, you can buy two 6ft. widths 
of linoleum and cover the floor without 
waste: but if it is 12ft. 9in. wide you have 
to buy another 6ft. width and waste 5ft. 
in, of it. 

“The answer is not, of course, to tell 
architects that all rooms must be 6ft., 12ft., 
I8ft. and so on in width: there are other 
factors than linoleum in planning the width 
of a room, The Modular Society’s main 
activity nowadays is to go into the details 
of such problems, as between architects 
and manufacturers, and to work out the 
best selection of modular sizes for every- 
one’s advantage. 

“This work is carried on by our Techni- 
cal Committee which meets every month, 
Manufacturer and architect members come 
to this committee to discuss the choice of 
sizes for components. Whenever the mem- 


ber agrees to publication, an extract from 
the Minutes appears in Casebook in the 
Modular Quarterly. 

“Our activities on British Standards In- 
stitution Committees are in a similar cate- 
gory. Weare now represented on 18 B.S.I. 
committees: in fact all those that are at 
present active in the choice of sizes of 
building components. 

“Our policy in regard to British 
Standards is not, as some have averred, to 
disrupt the building industry by a sudden 
switch over to modular sizes. Many exist- 
ing sizes are modular already. Those that 
are not should remain, if wanted, for as 
long as they are wanted: but British 
Standards should henceforth add some 
carefully selected modular sizes in parallel, 

“It is, of course, a disappointment to 
us that it has not yet been possible at 
B.S.I, to agree upon the issue of the main 
British Standard for modular co-ordina- 
tion; but we are not letting that worry us 
unduly. The modular movement advances 
steadily in this country and overseas. Can- 
ada and the U.S.A. have already officially 
adopted the 4in. module and it is making 
good progress in the other inch-foot 
countries. National Standards establishing 
the 10 cm. module have been published in 
18 countries. The time will come, and may 
come very soon, when people in this 
country will realise that we can no longer 
afford to stand aside. Perhaps the 
negotiations for the Common Market will 
carry modular co-ordination in their wake. 

Two Subsidiary Standards 


“In spite of the hold-up in issuing the 
Standard for modular co-ordination, good 
progress has been made with two sub- 
sidiary Standards, one on Tolerance and 
the other on Terminology in Modular Co- 
ordination. 

“The British Standard for terminology 
was issued in 1957 (B.S. 2900 Part 1) and 
the B.S.I. holds the Secretariat for the 
Working Group of the _ International 
Standards Organisation, 

“At a meeting in Paris next month it is 
hoped to finalise the international ter- 
minology for modular co-ordination and to 
allow 1.8.0. to circulate its expected 
recommendation that—‘The size of the 
basic module is 10 cm. in countries using 
the metric system of measure and 4in. in 
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countries using the inch system of mea- 
sure, 

“Turning to Tolerance, we can claim 
that the Modular Society was the pioneer 
in applying to building a concept already 
familiar in mechanical engineering. The 
original proposal was published in the first 
issue of the Modular Quarterly (Summer 
1955) in a report by Sefton Jenkins, now 
Chairman of our Technical Committee. 
The method about to appear in a draft 
British Standard is, in all essentials, the 
same as he proposed, and the Society 
adopted, six years ago. 

“An orderly system of tolerances is 
essential for the success of modular co- 
ordination, but it can be introduced even 
before all buildings are modular and the 
Standard is being drafted to allow for 
this,” 


SHORTAGES HIT BIRMINGHAM 
HOUSING SCHEMES 


Alderman J. J. Gorgan, chairman of 
Birmingham's House Building Committee, 
stated recently that a shortage of bricks 
and building labour was holding up muni- 
cipal house building in the city. 

Only 2,300 men were engaged in building 
municipal houses whereas they could do 
with double the number, he said. In the 
main the shortage of men on housing con- 
tracts was due to larger schemes, such as 
office building. 

Alderman Gorgan expressed the view 
that the Government should do something 
to secure a fairer allocation of the labour 
available, and he suggested that a bar 
should be put on some of the present office 
building schemes. 

Birmingham Corporation had maintained 
a total of 4,500 to 5,000 in the pipeline for 
the past four or five years, he said, but 
they had never got more than 2,000-2,500 
built. The number should be doubled if 
slum clearance was to go ahead as it 
should. They hoped to reach this year’s 
target of 2,500. There was no point in 
increasing the target if they had not got 
the men to complete it. 

Alderman Grogan added that a shortage 
of bricks had held up one Corporation 
house building project, at Pershore Road, 
Edgbaston, for six months, and a builder 
on another site had had to dismiss half 
his bricklayers because he was getting 
8,000 bricks a week instead of the 20,000 
he needed. 


£4M. LEITH DOCK DEVELOPMENT 
PLAN 


Leith Dock Commission have prepared 
a £4m. development plan which provides 
for the construction of a lock 850ft. by 
L10ft. by 37ft. at the entrance of the 
Western Harbour, converting the tidal 
basin into an enclosed basin. 

Also proposed are the dredging of the 
approach channel to provide a minimum 
depth of 40ft. at mean high water; im- 
pounding the water within the dock to a 
height of Ift. above high water spring 
tides; widening and deepening the Imperial 
Dock entrance; dispensing with the four 
existing dock locks in the harbour; filling 
in part of the east and west docks to 
provide additional quays and 11 acres of 
building land.

Track cross-members are joined at righ 
angles by specially made junction plates on 
which tongues clamp over the flanges of 
the track to give square, accurate location, 
The tracks are supported by +yin. threaded 
rods, hooked over beams or into plates fixe 
to the structural ceiling. These i 
rods are supplied in standard lengths from 
2ft., increasing by multiples of 2ft. to suit 
any plenum depth.

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ONE-MAN CONTROL ON NEW READY-MIXED 
AND WEIGH-BATCH PLANTS 


FCENTLY completed contracts by 
R Niagara Screens and Plant, Ltd., 
Enfield, Middx. have included the design 
and erection of a fully automatic ready- 
nixed concrete plant and an automatic 
concrete weigh-batch plant for wet or 
transit mixing. 

The ready-mixed plant is now in use by 
Gerrards Cross Sand and Gravel Pits, Ltd., 
and produces concrete in any quantity and 
10 any specification. It is operated by one 
man at a console and has a rated capacity 
of 60 cu. yd, an hour. 

There ate four storage hoppers, each of 
50 cu. yd. capacity. One takes the sand 
and the others jin., jin. and likin. aggre- 
sates respectively. They are fed by a belt 
conveyor. . ; 

The cement is contained in two silos 
each of 30 tons capacity. One is for 
normal cement and the other for rapid 
hardening. Both are equipped with air 
slides for aeration from a compressor. The 
outlets are controlled by a variable speed 
rotary valve. 

The sand bin is fitted with a probe to 


measure the moisture content and to 
record this reading at the console. Below 


the hoppers and silos are the constant 
weight feeders measuring the amount of 
each material and passing them on to a 
conveyor belt by which they are transferred 
to the mixer on the same platform as the 
control console. 

The mixer is of the continuous twin arm 
type with manganese steel tipped blades, 
mounted on two shafts giving a complete 
helix action through the mixer body, The 
water enters at the rear of the mixer, the 
amount being decided according to the 
readings of the moisture content meter. 

The body of the mixer is inclined and 
mounted on rollers, It is driven in the 
inclined position by an eccentric assembly 
ensuring the cleanliness of the equipment 
after each mix, 

There is a flap valve at the head of the 
conveyors, If the materials are to be 
delivered dry the valve is positioned to 
discharge them by a separate chute adijust- 
able to the height of the transit mixer to 
which it is delivering. 


Control Console 


The heart of the plant is the console. 
It has dials showing the feed rate of each 
material, sand, aggregate and cement. There 
are repeater dials from the control box of 
tach of the constant weigh-feeders at the 
storage end of the plant. Below each of 
these is a preselector dial which is set for 


the amount of material required for each 
mix. A further dial is incorporated for 
the water meter which is set in the light 
of the reading of the moisture content 
meter and there is another for the timing 
of the batch. 

Below these dials are the buttons for 
starting the feeders with separate buttons 
for the conveyor, compressor and mixer. 
The rotation of the mixer arms and the 
eccentric drive are wired into one so that 
they can start in advance Should slight 
variation occur between feed dials and 
preset dials these are “raise” and “lower” 


buttons at the foot of the console which

can be operated while the plant is at work. 

With all the selector dials set, with the 
batch times and water, the conveyor, 
compressor and mixer are set running and 
the starting buttons for the feeders are 
operated. Then when the time set on the 
batch timer has elapsed all the units are 
automatically cut-out allowing the batch 
to be put through and delivered. 

Cards are made out giving all details 
for every mix required of the plant. All 
the operator has to do is to set his dials 
according to the cards, start the plant, 
and the mix emerges. 





Aggregate hoppers and cement silos at the Gerrards Cross plant 
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The weigh-batch plant has been set up 
at Waterford for Inns and Co., Ltd. This 
also is controlled by one man at a single 
console. He weighs the aggregate, the 
cement and the complete batches, and 
these weights are automatically recorded 
on the dials of the console for the costing 
of the work. 

The sand, gravel or shingle comes into 
the plant by a hopper. Beneath the 
hopper is a weigh bin which the material 
enters by helmet doors under air pressure. 
After weighing it passes on to a troughed 
belt conveyor which transports the material 
to a main receiving, or holding hopper of 
lyd. capacity, at the same level as the 
controlling console. 

The cement is stored in two silos above 
the plant. It is transferred from the 
delivering lorries by air pressure. One side 
is for normal cement, the other for rapid 
hardening. The cement passes into a 
weigh bin by an air slide, the weight being 
recorded on the console. It is then 
transferred to a separate compartment of 
the receiving hopper already holding the 
weighed aggregate. From there the 
whole batch is discharged through a chute 
to the transit mixer below. 

If a wet mix is required, the aggregate 
leaves the holding hopper for the mixer 
and the correct amount of cement is trans- 
ferred from its weigh bin to the mixer. 
The right amount of water, determined by 
the fixing of a pointer on the water meter 
dial, is then delivered to the Blaw Knox 
Ultra Rapid Gyra mixer from an overhead 
storage tank, The dial pointer returns to 
zero after delivery of the water which 
enters the mixer through its spray bar as 
the mix proceeds, 

The mixer pan forms part of the main 
frame structure of the plant. It gives an 
output of 60 cu. yd. an hour, and clean 
delivery of completed mixes is assured by 
the large doors operated by air pressure. 
The final positioned seal is made by a 
vertical jacking ram under the door. 

As with the ready-mixed plant the 
operator has cards which give him the 
quantities required for whatever specifica- 
tion the plant is to produce.
